19, to authorize 
the President to undertake economic and military coop- 
eration with nations in the general area of the Middle 
East in order to assist in the strengthening and defense 
of their independence.

SOVIET ESPIONAGE 


Committee on the Judiciary: Internal Security Subcom- 
mittee heard testimony regarding Soviet espionage in 
the U. S. and Soviet use of money and gold from Alex- 
ander Orlov, a former division chief of the economic 
division of the Soviet Secret Police, who defected from 
the Soviet in 1938. He stated (1) that at the time of 
his defection he was operating in Spain as a Communist 
agent, (2) that he was told by an associate that Mark 
Zborowski (who has previously testified before the sub- 
committee) was an agent for the Soviet Secret Police 
in Paris, (3) that in 1936 he organized and directed the 
shipment of between $600 million and $700 million 
worth of Spanish Government gold to Moscow allegedly 
for safekeeping, and (4) that he was told by an associate 
of a plan of the Soviet Government to counterfeit and 
pass $10 million in U. S. $100 bills. He also discussed 
with the subcommittee the matter of Soviet arms in 
Italy. Subcommittee also heard testimony from Robert 
F. Grube, a U. S. Secret Service agent, who discussed 
the confiscation of many counterfeit $1oo bi!'s; in the 
Chicago area.

Joint meeting: On Wednesday, February 13, the Com- 
mittees on Foreign Relations and Armed Services, in 
a joint executive session, by a vote of 20 to 8, ordered 
favorably reported with an amendment in the nature of 
a substitute S. J. Res. 19, to authorize the President to 
undertake economic and military cooperation with 
nations in the general area of the Middle East in order 
to assist in the strengthening and defense of their inde- 
pendence. As approved by the committees, the resolu- 
tion would state that the U. S. regards as vital to national 
interest and world peace the preservation, independence, 
and integrity of nations of the Middle East. It would 
state further that if the President determines it to be 
necessary, the U. S. is prepared to use armed forces to 
assist any nation or group of nations requesting assist- 
ance against armed aggression from any country con- 
trolled by international communism. In addition, it 
would enable the President to waive certain existing 
restrictions on the use of mutual security appropriations 
to the extent of $200 million for economic and military 
assistance in the Middle East. 
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The committees also considered this joint resolution 
in executive session on Tuesday, February 12.

Committee on Banking and Currency: Committee, in 
executive session, ordered favorably reported a clean 
bill (in lieu of S. J. Res. 38), S. 1325, to provide interim 
assistance through FNMA in relieving shortage of funds 
for home loans. As approved, the bill would embody 
the proposals approved by the Housing Subcommittee 
on Tuesday, February 19. (See Dairy Dicest, p. D74.) 

The committee also began executive consideration of 
the proposed Financial Institutions Act of 1957 (com- 
mittee print), and announced the following actions 
thereon: (1) Deleted provisions of the bill establishing 
a single Administrator for the FDIC, and agreed to 
maintain the present 3-man Board with the exception 
that the appointed Directors shall have staggered terms 
of office, (2) deleted the provisions of the bill designed 
to prohibit absorption of exchange by nonmember in- 
sured banks, (3) approved the bank merger provisions 


in the bill, and (4) deleted the provisions of the bill to 
CIlI—DD——-6 
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amend the Criminal Code with regard to employment 
of agency employees, and substituted therefor provision 
for employment regulations prescribed by each agency. 

Committee will continue its consideration of this 
matter on Monday, February 25.

Aeronautical Research: Passed, without amendment, 
H. R. 3377, to promote the national defense by author- 
izing the construction of aeronautical research facilities 
and the acquisition of land by the National Advisory 
Committee for Aeronautics necessary to the effective 
prosecution of aeronautical research. The construction 
program of the NACA will involve the expenditure of

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POSTAL RATES 


Committee on Post Office and Civil Service: Met in 
executive session and adopted the following provisions 
of the postal rate bill, H. R. 5836, relating to third-class 
mail: 

(1) The individual piece rate on third-class mail 
(except books and catalogs) is increased from 2 cents for 
the first 2 ounces or fraction and 1 cent for each addi- 
tional ounce or fraction to 3 cents for the first 2 ounces 
or fraction and 14 cents for each additional ounce or 
fraction. For books and catalogs, the individual piece 
rate of 2 cents for the first 2 ounces is increased to 3 
cents and the rate of 114 cents on each 2 ounces or frac- 
tion thereof in excess of the first 2 ounces is replaced by 
a rate of 1 cent on each ounce in excess of the first 2 
ounces. 

(2) The rate on third-class matter mailed in bulk, 
except books and catalogs, is increased from 14 cents per 
pound and 1/4 cents minimum per piece to 16 cents per 
pound and 2 cents minimum per piece. Bulk mailings 
of books and catalogs are increased from the present rate 
of 10 cents per pound with a minimum rate of 114 cents 
per piece to 12 cents per pound with a minimum rate of 
2 cents per piece. The 2-cent minimum in both cate- 
gories will be increased to 2Y, cents on July 1, 1959. 

(3) The fee for a permit to send third-class mail 
under the bulk mailing rate is increased from $10 a year 
to $20 a year. 

(4) Odd-sized pieces of third-class mail will be sub- 
ject to a minimum charge of 5 cents, representing an 
increase of 2 cents per piece. 

(5) There will be no increases on mailings of non- 
profit religious, educational, scientific, philanthropic, 
agricultural, labor, veterans’, or fraternal organizations 
or associations. 
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It is estimated these increases will bring in increased 
revenue in the amount of $128,000,000 per year.

The bill as reported from the Committee on Appro-

tivities. This appropriation is $272,556,860 below the 
budget estimates and $403,378,260 under the 1957 appro- 
priation.

‘The minimum charge on the above publications of 
one-eighth cent is increased to one-fourth cent. 

The increase in the pound rates and the minimum 
charge do not apply to publications of nonprofit reli- 
gious, educational, scientific, philanthropic, agricultural, 
labor, veterans’, or fraternal organizations or associa- 
tions. 

The transient rate (for publications having second- 
class entry mailed by other than publishers or as sample 
copies in excess of 10 percent allowance) is increased 
from the present rate of 2 cents for the first 2 ounces and 
1 cent for each additional 2 ounces to 2 cents for the first 
2 ounces and 114 cents for each additional 2 ounces. 

The rate on books is increased from 8 cents on the first 
pound and 4 cents on each additional pound to 10 cents 
on the first pound and 5 cents on e ach additional pound. 
The category of items entitled to the book rate is sub- 
stantially increased by the proposal. 

The present rate of 4 cents on the first pound and 1 
cent on each additional pound for books sent by non- 
profit public libraries, organizations, or associations is 
extended to all colleges, universities, and schools, the 
category of items entitled to this rate is broadened, and 
the present restriction of these rates to the third zone is 
eliminated.

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CIVIL SERVICE RETIREMENT 


Committee on Post Office and Civil Service: Met in 
executive session and ordered favorably reported to the 
House H. R. 607 (amended), to provide for increases in 
the annuities of annuitants under the Civil Service Re- 
tirement Act of May 29, 1930, as amended. 

As amended, the bill affects the annuities of approxi- 
mately 245,000 retired employees and 80,500 survivors 
of former employees as follows: 

Provides a 10 percent across-the-board increase in the 
annuities of all employees who retired before October 
I, 1956. 

Provides a 10 percent across-the-board increase for 
survivors with a maximum increase of $200 per person. 
The present maximum of $1,200 for children is retained. 

Widow of any retiree or employee who died prior to 
1948 will receive one-half of the annuity the retiree was 
receiving, or the employee would have received, at 
death, with a maximum of $750. 

Extends 1956 Retirement Act to individuals sepa- 
rated by mandatory retirement before July 31, 1956, with 
annual leave sufficient to have carried them on the active 
rolls to July 30, 1956, but for such separation. 

Initially, increases in annuities will be paid from the 
‘civil service retirement fund but beginning July 1, 
1960, increases will not be paid unless specific appro- 
priations are made therefor. 

There will be no increase in annuities causing them to 
increase above $4,104 a year. 

Increases in annuities provided by the bill will not be 
paid to individuals who receive more than $1,200 a year 
in gainful employment. 

The effective date of the bill is the first day of the 
second month after enactment.
